A 
sufficient answer to that cannot be 
given, but that does not mitigate 
tbe neceaaity. and aa long aa more 
are needed, then let us who are at 
home da our share by sending tbe 
necessities, as tar as possible. Vnl.

Tbe reason that a submarine cannot 
dive quickly, like a fish. Is because the 
water which most be let Into her 
tanka to make her heavy enough to 
sink, must be let in comparatively 
slowly.

Tbe independent 
small farmer nrbo murk with hi* 
own hands haa then found himaell 
compelled to compete with then* 
cheap laborers, and he hts had u 
"hard row to hoe.** The otner coudl 
tion is where the big farmer, or thi 
big farming corporation has ban 
some advantage In bargaining. If be 
can buy his supp'les to better ad 
vantage, if he can secure capital on 
more favorable terms. If he can sell 
KJs produce to better advantage, be 
may succeed in competition with th< 
small farmer Util when It come* 
to tbe real work of production, a* 
distinct from burg, tnlng—that fa, a* 
distinct from hiring labor, borrow inx 
«npltal, buying supplies, or sclllnx 
produce—the small farmer can beat 
him and rventrall ran hlui out o? 
business That is. today, as a pro 
ducer. the small farmer haa no equal 
As a bargainer, he Is oft *n at a dls 
advantage.

"I picked my first ripe tomatoes on 
July ninth. At first I got ten cents a 
pound for them, hot soon tbe price 
broke and after September 1 could not 
get m~re than two coats a pound for 

"After school opened 1 was kept 
busy picking. For several weeks it 
took me three evenings a week to get 
•>v»r the entire patch. 1 often gathered 
kg many as ten bushels. On the twelfth 
and thirteenth of October I bad to 
pick the green tomatoes—la all. 1,063 
pounds. There was no sale for these. 
We used all we could at home and 
gave many to the neighbors, but still a 
great many went to waste. In all, we 
used 3,381 pounds at home- 

"1 made a collection of fruits and 
vece'ables. canned them and p l them 
un exhibit at the state fair. The ex¬ 
hibit took a first prize. For this ex¬ 
hibit and tor my ither dub work 1 
•Iso von a second and a fourth prise. 
1 also canned thirty quails of ap¬ 
ples. ten quarts ef gooseberries, six. 
pints of u«..»ns and a hundred quarts 
of tomatoes. 

"During the sUle fair I helped to 
re rrd and care for the exhibits sent 
in by the various club members. And 
•t ( larindn I gave a canning demon¬ 
stration for the county teachers’ meet¬ 
ing. I used tny owl t anner, tomaotea, 
itppk-o. and most o* my collection v>i 
t anned fruits and vegetables to dam- 
strati* how the work in done. 

"My expense* tn connection with 
my tomato work were 915.61. My 
profits were 9115 57. besides 923 in 
prizes won at the btate fair. I have 
enjoyed this work; It has enabled me 
not only to earn my own spending 
money but to pay my expense* at the 
farm camp. Then, too, I have built 
up a snug little bank account.”

cently Installed exhibit In the Na¬

Britain Will Follow Land of Canada In 
Prohibiting tale of Liquor Net 
Matured 

The Britah "liquor problrm" seems 
to bs within measurable distance of 
being solved. l,loyd-George has laid 
before the British parliament a bill 
which provides that the sole of spirits 
under three years of age shall be ea 
tlrely prohibited. 

On Lilts topic, the London Times 
makes {he following comment: "After 
prolonged negotiations a settlement 
hat been arrived at on the question of 
spirits. The White Paper shows that 
a good deal of the mischief, especially 
In the northern yards comes from tha 
drinking of raw cheap spirits of a 
fiery quality. The government pro¬ 
poses now, aftsr consultation with rep¬ 
resentatives of the spirit* trade, to sub¬ 
stitute for their taxing proposal! a 
complete prohibition of the sale of 
spirits under three years of ags. This 
will be accomplished by compulsorily 
bonding all spirits under three years 
of age 

Canada has long shown <an exdtapie 
in this resptfet. No spirituous liquor 
made In Canada la allowed to bs sold 
unless It has been matured In bond 
under tha supervision of the Canad¬ 
ian government. Kvery drop of gin, 
whiskey and liquor of like character, 
manufactured In Canada is matured 
for many years under a stringent and 
carefully enforced law The working 
classes In Canada, and Indeed all con* 
hu morn of ttqoors, are therefore aafe* 
guarded by the Canadian government 
much better than consumers In other 
countries. 


Ths Modem Army Rlfla Holds Eleven 
Cartridges 

Quite a number of people belleva 
that cartridge# are earved out to the 
soldiers s+parated from ono another, 
says a writer In Th# London Stand 
ard. Cartridges are, however, usu 
ally given out fastened together In 
clips of five. Tha modem line used 
by tha British army Is known as a 
magaHae rlfls and holds two clips, 
or tea cartridges. In the roagatlne 
Itself, as well as an extra cartridge 
above tha magazine, eleven rounds 
Id alL 

When tbs cartrldga clip Is forced 
Into the juaguxitie the fastening la 
removed, so thut each <;artild*a when 
It reachaa the uiagaslne la separate 
from lha others.

Nitrogen from the Air 


\ Rain and Anew Bring Down Small 

Quantities and Assist In Providing 
Plant Food 

It is uow a well established tact 
iliat nitrogen forms the principal 
element In plant food. Other things 
being equal, the growth of vegetation 
is determined by the amount of nitro¬ 
gen In the soil In a form available for 
I plant food. The problem of return- 
| lng to the soil the nitrogen used 
| up In crop growth la one of the most 
'important lu agricultural science 

Kxpcrlments conducted for seven 
ytara at tha Central Experimental 
Farm. Ottawa, show that rain and 
■now help to restore some, at least, 
of this altrogeu to the soil Tile aver 
age annual preclpailon In the vicinity 
is about :n inches and the average 
quantity of nitrogen per aero returned 
to the soli by rain and snow Is about 
•lx pounds, of which about 85 per cent 
Is aapplted by rain Six pounds per 
acre is not a large amount, but, as It 
Is all lu available form, and as for the 
moat pari It la supplied at a season 
when vegetation Is active, the action 
of rain In supplying plants with nitro¬ 
gen is not without importance. 

The nitrogen brought down by rain' 
fa. of course, derived from the air.' 
where it Is found both in gaseous com-, 
pounds, such aa ammonia, and In duat 4 
particle* containing nitrogenous mat-, 
ter The chief source from which these ! 
subalance# are denied is aom bu t ton.! 
It has been noted that, after exlen 
elve forest Urea, rain tends to be un- ■ 
usually rich in nitrogen. Similarly. | 
In the vicinity of cities, rain has a 
high nitrogen content, and. In some 
parts of England a quantity equal to 
20 pounds per acre has been observ¬ 
ed. Violent storms, particularly thun 
der storms, also Increase the amount 
of nitrogen In the raiu, probably owing , 
to the stirring up of dust particles, but 
perhaps also because nitrates may be 
formed hy the elertrlr discharges. 

These observations are interesting, 
but their most important result is to 
■bow that rain, though ;t is of some , 
assistance, does no' rcstose nearly i
